determining at least one contact phrase in the contact information that is similar, 
but not identical, to the scanned contact phrase if the scanned contact phrase does not match one 
contact phrase in the contact information; and 

displaying the determined contact phrases in the displayed graphical box, wherein 
the user is capable of using the displayed graphical box to select one displayed contact phrase to 
substitute for the scanned contact phrase.
